Influence  on  German  thought  and  fand  stylist.  Lancelot  Andrews,  who 
literature  had  been  small.  One  did 
not,  for  Instance,  feel  its  Influence 
on   such    wrlter.s    a-s    Ooethe  and 
SchiUfr.    On  the  other  hand,  one 
could  hardly  name  any  of  the  great 
English  wniert  sinci^  the  seven  - 
teenth  eentury  who  had  not  been 
biflueneed  by  the  English  Bible. 

OOdRINE  OR  POBM 
"The  thing  that  keeps  a  book 

alive  is  not  Its  doctrine,  but  Its 
form.  Had  the  EnglLsh  Bible  had 
no  more  .style  Ihxn  the  Lnther  or 
Huguenot  Bibles,  it  would  not  have 
lived  as  it  has,"  it  was  j£gued. 

The  Bttde  as  it  emerged  in  the 
authorized  or  King  James  version 
was  the  end  of  a  tradition.  Wy- 
rllffe's  translation  w.ts  in  the  four- 
teenth century.  The  great  tradi- 
tion, however,  began  with  IVndale's 
translation  of  the  Mew  Testament

The  fact  that  there  Li  a  flight  of  capital  from 
Alberta  to  other  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  in- 
teresta  those  other  Provinces.  They  are  anxious 
to  linow  the  causes  for  such  a  flight.  The  Calgary 
Herald  says  that  this  flight  has  been  in  progress 
ever  since  the  election  of  a  Social  Credit  Govern- 
ment, and  that  the  flight  has  been  accelacnted 
slnrf  the  pa.ssage  of  the  radiral  rlebt.  aflju.stmfnt 
and  debt  reduction  legislation  during  ttie  special 
aeilkMl  of  the  Legislature  In  September.  Mr.

Neither  one  nor  other  state- 
ment In.splred  ronfldenre  among  tho.se  who  do 
not  believe  in  the  Aberhartlan  policiefi.  It  Is  a 
eaae  of  the  proof  of  the  pudding  being  In  the 
eating,  and  the  fact  that  the  holder.s  of  Albertan 
bonds  have  been  treated  with  scant  consideration 
la  contrary  to  Social  Credit  campaign  promises. 
Tho.se  promises  have  bean  shown  to  beattaeeptlble 
to  diminution. 

The  exodus  of  money  from  Alberta  has  been  In 
progress  for  many  mcjnths  just  as  it  will  leave 
any  country  where  there  is  irresponsible  legisla- 
tion. That  Is  common  knowledge.  The  banks  can 
giVe  Mr.  Aberhart  whatever  Information  he  de- 
sire.s  In  fact  the  Government  of  Alberta  should 
have  bi'(  n  uware  long  ago  of  what  is  liappening 
and  of  the  transfer  of  money  and  securities.

THE  NEW  BltREAlTCRACY 

As  a  beginning,  the  Brlti.sh  Colombia  Health 
Insurance  Commission  is  to  have  some  liundred 
employees.  When  the  Act  cornea  Into  complete 
operation  the  probability  is  that  ttti.s  number  will 
be  largely  increased.  The  cost  of  operation,  as 
BOW  contemplated,  Is  upwards  of  $100,000  per 
annum;  thLs  sum  will  probably  be  duplicated 
before  long,  and  the  money  in  question  will  come 
out  of  the  pockets  of  those  who.  In  many  case.s. 

would  have  .spent  it  for  medical  beneHt.s.  It  is 
trM  that  the  employers  of  tlio.se  who  are  to 
baneflt  frdm  compulsory  health  insurance  have 
aLso  to  pay  the  piper  and  take  tlidr  p;irt  in  mak- 
ing the  scheme  safe  for  bureaucracy.  They,  in 
turn,  will  reeolvt  no  benefits;  on  the  contrary, 
tliey  have  to  face  the  prospect  of  securing  less 
work  from  their  employees  as  has  been  the  case 
everywhere  that  health  Insurance  Is  in  effect. 

The  British  ColvmMa  Health  Insurance  Com- 
mission has  not  yet  faced  the  problem  of  increased 
hospital  accomnv>datioa.

musClM  enlaried.  The  question  is  who  Is  to  pro- 
vide It  The  loelr.il  ronrlusion  mu.st  be  that  since 
tlie  Provincial  Government  believes  that  more 
people  should  go  to  hospital  than  avail  them- 
.selves  of  sorh  amimmoda'ion  at  present  it  will 
take  steps  to  uicrea&e  Uie  room  available  lor 
patients.  Presumably,  too.  thdiie  who  are  taxed 
under  the  new  scheme  will  be  expected  to  pro- 
vide the  money  for  new  hospitals.  The  under- 
stahdlnf  Is  that  the  Oovemment  Is  not  contribut- 
ing any  more  to  the  cnniiHil.sdry  health  .scheme 
than  the  initial  $50,000  voted  to  set  it  in  motion. 

Health  Insurance  sets  up  a  new  bureaucracy 
greater  than  that  of  any  other  social  service  so 
f^r,  devised  in.tlie  Province.  It  is  a  bureaucracy 
which  to  an  extent  greater  than  jin/  other  seems 
destined  to  Interfere  more  clo.sc^ly  with  the  do- 
meslic  iJfe  of  the  people.  IW  hp  not  beeii  devi.sed 
on  a  true  actuarial  basis,  which  meansThat  it  is 
experimental,  .aul  th(<  medical  faculty,  which 
ought  to  know  more  about  the  matter  than  any- 
one else.  Is  persuaded  that  it  is  faced  by  many 

,  diAcultlos.  The  general  public  knowa  that  it  is 
onlyTl  question  of  time  before  the  rate  of  taxa- 
tion devised  for  the  operation  of  health  insurance 
will  be  increa.sed  if  the  beneflts  forecast  are  tto  be 
available— On  top  of  the  cost  that  is  projected 
there  is  the  problem  of  increa.sed  hospiui  ac- 
commodation. That  Is  something  that  sliuuld 
be  arranged  for  bifore  the  new  legislation  be- 
coriies  operative.  .
